The American government has 
recognized that a state of belliger- 
ency exists between the Czecho-Slo- 
vaks and the German and Austro- 
Hungarian empires, and it also rec- 
ognizes the Czecho-Slovak National 
Council as a de facto belligerent 
government. This gives the Czecho- 
Slovak armies in the field belliger- 
ent rights—a very important step. 
Until this was done, the Austrian 
authorities coulé—so far as we were 
concerned—legitimately shoot as 
traitors any Czecho-Slovak soldiers 
whom they chanced ‘to capture. 
They would have no more right to 


Britain. But now they are recog- 
nized by the American government 
as belligerents: and we are bound 
to treat any such summary shooting 
of them as a violation of the laws 
of war. 

It will be noted that the can 
“recognition” says nothing of the 
creation of any independent Czecho- 
Slovak state. The British “recogni- 
tion”—which came about the middle 
of August—styled the Czecho-Slo- 
vaks an allied nation; while the 
French “recognition,” which was 
still earlier, said that “the French 
government considers it just and 
necessary to proclaim the right of 
your nation (the Czecho-Slovak) to 
Independence.” It may be that this 
fis merely the difference between a 
European and an American view of 
a European territorial question. | 

The interesting aspect of this 
phase of the matter is, of course, 
that the moment we are committed 
to the “recognition” of an inde- 
pendent Czecho-Slovak nation we 
are committed to the breakup of 
the Austro-Hungarian Empire. A 
free Czecho-Slovackia is by no means 
an impossibility. It could be linked 
up with a free and complete Poland 
and so gain access to the sea— 
vicarious “coast of Bohemia.” It
